ORDER

On February 8, 2017, East Kentucky Power Cooperative (“EKPC”) filed with the
Commission a motion for an extension of time of four additional days in which to file
testimony and respond to requests for information contained in the February 6, 2017
Order that initiated this case and set a response-due date of no later than February 20,
2017.

In support of its motion, EKPC states that additional time is necessary in order to
file testimony and adequately review and compile the information to respond to the
requests for information. EKPC states that the four-day extension is reasonable and will
not result in prejudice or unreasonable delay.

The Commission finds that EKPC has provided good cause to be granted an
extension of time.

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that:

1. EKPC’s motion for an extension of time is granted.



2. EKPC shall have an additional four days, until February 24, 2017, in which
to file testimony and respond to the requests for information contained in the February
6, 2017 Order.
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
